its b order b efore the war. Its only 
way is b y selling ex ports. Although 
tliis m eans competition with the 
U. S. and G reat Britain, G erm any 
can't b e left to her own salvation. 
The United S tates’ aim of democ- 
raeizing G erm any suffered severe 
setb acks following the cessation of 
hostilities, the speaker stated O ur 
soldiers lost interest in the occupa­ 
tion and engaged in b lack m arket 
activities and otherwise displayed 
themselves to poor advantage. 
The U. S. forces hid no plan, 
Wolfe said, when they went into the 
country.
